A source advised on Мау 11, 1965, that the African 
American Heritage Association (AAHA) with headquarters at 306 
East 43rd Street, Chicago, Illinois, was known as the Afro- 
American Heritage Association until February, 1961. It was 
founded by ISHMAEL FLORY around 1958 and incorporated in the 
State of Illinois as a non-profit organization, it was founded 
ostensibly for the purpose of teaching African history ard 
culture to American Negroes. AAHA is strongiy influenced by the 
Communist Party (ер) of Illincis. It is represented by both 
communist and non-communist members, and some people with strong 
nationalistic tendencies, This organization reflects CP policy 
on some issues and opposes CP policy on others; for example, the 
CP rejects the concept of Afro-American as a reference term to 
the American Negro and rejects aspects of nationalism, both of 
which are reflected in the AAHA program. FLORY is а member of 
the CP of Illinois and theoretically under the discipline of the 
CP. He is the guiding force in AAHA and controls policy aad 
decisions in ААНА. , 


CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, Chairman, CP of illinois, in 1964 
spoke of a plan to beef up AAHA’s membership in а corcentrated 
drive toward makiig ААНА a mass organization, However, this 


plan never fully materialized and LIGHTFOOT currently is undecided 


about the matter.  LIGHTFOOT has appeared at some AAHA affairs 
in 1964 and 1965. He occasionally meets with FLORY ard he still 
encourages CP members to cooperate with HORN. 


A second source advised on May 6, 1965, that in 1962 the 
CP worked with FLORY to organize AAHA Chapters under the leadership 
of CP members. The aim of this program included the reactivation 
of ex-CP members and recruitment of new CP wenbers. This progran

On December 10, 1957, a source described the Wisconsin 
Socialist Club (WSC) as then a duly registered and authorized 
student campus organization at the. University of Wisconsin (UW) 
with a chapter membership of 21, including MATTHEW CHAPPERON 
and RONALD RADOSH, who prior to the dissolution of the Labor 
Youth League (LYL) were publicly known as officers of the UW 
chapter of the LYL. On November 30, 1960, a source identified 
MATTHEW CHAPPERON as then а mexber of the State Committee of the 
Communist Party of Wisconsin (CPW). 


On June 23, 1958, ancther source described the WSC as 
an organization founded primarily on principles closely allied 
with those of English socialists, with manyof its members 
genuine socialists, but source observed there existed a pro- 
Marxist element in the club, including CHAPPERON and RADOSH, 
which element had taken the lead in policy-making functions of 
the WSC. On September 20, 1960, this source reported that 
RADOSH and CHAPPERON had been elected President and Secretary, 
respectively, of the WSC for the 1960-1961 school year. 


The September 25, 1962, issue of the "Daily Cardinal," 
student organ at the UW, identified the 1962-1963 officers of 
the WSC as JUDD GINSBERG, President; GENE DENNIS, Vice President;

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A second source has advised that the foundirg convention 

for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, 

at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which 

time the name W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. 

Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States r 

attended this convention, The aims of this organization, as set 

forth in the preamble ta the constitution, are, "It is our belief 

that this nation can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of 

‘peaceful coexistence, complete disarmament and true freedom for 

all peoples of the world, and that these solutions will be 

reached mainly through the united efforts of all democratic 

elements in our country, composed essentially of the working 

people allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities with 

whites. We further fully recognize that the greatest threat to 

American democracy comes from the racist and right wing forces 

in coalition with the host reactionary sections of the economic 

power structure, using the tool of anti-Communism to divide and 

destroy the unified struggle of the working people. As young 

people in the forces struggling for democracy; we shall actively

Northern Indiana, according to a fourth source); Director of 
Publicity CARL ELLENGER BLOICE (who was elected to the San 
Francisco County Committee CP in April, 1964, according to a 
fifth source); Educational Director MATTHEW "DYNAMITE" HALLINAN 
(who in June, 1964, was stated to be the Youth Representative

W.E.B. DU BOIS CLUBS 


OF CHICAGO (DCC) 


On May 3, 1965, a source advised that on June 30, 
1964, a group of young people who attended the founding 
convention of the J. B. B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA), met 
in Chicago and adopted a statement of purpose and constitu- 
tion forming the DCC as an affiliate of the national DCA. 


This source further advised that at a meeting of 
the Chicago Area of the Midwest Region of the ПСА held April 
3, 1965, the boundary of the Chicago Area was established to 
include all of Illinois north of Springfield, Illinois, and 
all of Indiana. At this meeting, TED PEARSON, Chairman of 
the Youth Club of the Communist Party of Illinois, was 
elected Area Coordinator. 


A second source advised on November 26, 1965, that 
as of November, 1965, TED PEARSON continues to be the Chicago 
Area Coordinator of the DCA and the official headquarters is 
located at the PEARSON apartment, 1808 North Cleveland Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois. 


The second source advised that there is currently 
only one club operating in the Chicago Area and that is on 
the west side. This club operates a Freedom Center at 2829 


West Lake Street, which is open seven days a week to the 
teenagerg on the west side. 
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
